Report of the Investigating Com mittee.

The eee a committee appointed at your request to inves- 
tigate the circulation and advertising of the Post-Dispatch, beg leave to re- 
spectfully submit the following report: 

Your committee was given the fullest liberty and the scope of the inves- 
tigation was not limited in any way, every department was. thrown open to 


us, we had open letters to your supply depots and carriers requg¢sting them 


to furnish’ us every information, and at the suggestion of one of the Presi- 
dents of our leading banks one Accountant was selected, and at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Sturgeon another, who did the detail work and furnished 
their conclusions to us. Our report is therefore the result of more than 
three days’ constant and patient investigation. 

We find the books and records of the Post-Dispatch are kept in such a 
business-like way that it was an easy matter for us to obtain quickly any 
information that was called for. We first investigated the six months cir- 
culation statement which you have published from April to September in- 
clusive, and find the same verified by your books and records. The average 
per day for the six months was daily and Sunday, 79,020 copies; daily, 
week days only, 78,759; Sunday only, 80,598. 

We then investigated the circulation for the six months, ending De- 
cember Sist, showing an average for six months, daily and Sunday, 79,858; 
daily, week days only, 79,236; Sunday only, 83,642. We investigated like- 
‘wise the circulation figures for the month of December, which shows a 
circnlation of 83,502 daily and Sunday; daily, week days only, 83,084; 
Sunday only, 85,939, a steady increase over previous months. 

Upon the verification of these figures, we took up the question of unsold 
and sample copies; that is, copies which were returned by newsdealers, 
and copies which were sent to your traveling agents for use incanvassing. 
We found the net percentage of the returns to be, daily, about 7 31-100 per 
cent, and on Sunday 10 52-100 per cent. 

«Phe average number of sample copies used for the six months ending 
December Sist, was daily. 659, and Sunday 954, but much as these 
were used by your own agents, and traveling canvassers, and distributed 
by them, your Committee believes that these copies should be regularly 
counted in your net circulation. We are aware that in thus giving the net 
figures for your circulation, we may be doing a comparative injustice to the 
Post-Dispatch, but as several parties composing this Committee represented 
large advertising interests, it was thought. best to give the number of 
actual copies paid for, as nearly as could be ascertained, after all returns 
had been made. At the same time we wish to say that part of your returns 


(those from Newsboys’ sales) have already been deducted in making up 


your statements from time to time, 
Your Committee finds that the larger part of the circulation of the Post- 


Dispatch is in the City of St. Louis and Suburbs, and by far the e por- 


tion of this circulation is by carriers to regular subscribers. 

In the matter of advertising, your Committee has found that the aggre- 
gate volume of advertising during 1895 was larger than any othep year 
during the history of your paper. This success of business was marked durf- 
ing the last month of 1895, especially so during the last three months, and 
the increase of advertising has been from all sources, local, foreign, and in 
the Want department. 

In reference to the country circulation of the Post-Dispatch which had 
been carried on at a loss to the paper, your Committee noted particularly 
what effect the increase in price, which took place on January Ist, would 
have on its circulation, but it was not possible, at the time of rendering this 
report, for your Committee to determine this precisely. To date the percent- 
age of loss has not been more than twenty per cent, and we have reason to 
believe that the first loss will be the greatest; especially inasmuch as your 
canvassers in the country were withdrawn during the holidays, and have 
just resumed work: 
and find that by far the larger percentage of theni are well pleased with the 
change, and will push the paper more vigorously than before. ‘ 

There has been. no loss of circulatioy in the city, however. On the con- 
trary the circulation in the city has Bhencity, increased during the past 
month and durimg the past two months. t 
In conclusion, it is the opinion of your Committee, after as careful and 
thorough an examination as has ever been given to any newspaper, that the 
Post-Dispatch is entitled to the fullest confidence of the community, and so 
far as we can learn, no misstatement or over-statements have been made in 
regard to circulation or advertising patronage, and that the entire manner in 


which the business end of the paper is conducted is highly apt: to

AN AMERICAN VICTORY. 


The. London Standard’s (Conservative 
organ) cordial expression of good will to 
Americans and its intimation that Lord 
Salisbury is materially influenced in 
favor of the United States by our mag- 
nanimous conduct foreshadows the early 
and complete victory of this country in 
the Venezuelan controversy. 

While the President’s declaration was 
supported by an intimation of the will- 
ingness of the United States to use 


doctrine, the victory is essentially moral. 
As the Post-Dispatch pointed out at the 
beginning, the outcome was certain be- 
cause the position of the President was 
impregnable. His message made for 
peace, not war, and for peaceful and 
just methods of determining disputes be- 
tween nations. The correspondent of the 
London Chronicle fairly expressed the 
situation when he wrote that the Amer- 
loans were determined to fight for arbi- 
tration and permanent peace. 

Great Britain could not afford to go to 
war on such an issue. She was bound 
to recognize the high moral ground and 
the sound protective policy of the United 
States. Her backdown was inevitable, 
The position of the President and the 
mass of the people who support his 
message is fully vindicated. Not only has 
it demionstrated to Europe the vitality 
of the Monroe doctrine, but it has given 
Europe and particularly England a truer 
view of the charabter and purposes of the 


their American cousins better than they 
ever did. 

THE FREE LIBRARY'S NEED. 
If there is a wealthy citizen of Bt. 
Louis who is seeking an opportunity for 
philanthropic work of great and lasting 
benefit to the city, he will find an excel- 
lent suggestion in the annual report of 
the Board of Directors of the St. Louis 
Free Library. ‘ 
This report covers the first full year 
since the conversion of the institution 
into a free library wholly supported by 
public funds, and it fully justifies the 
labors of the Post-Dispatch and other 
friends of popular education in pushing 
the free library movement to success, The 
growth of the library's work exceeds the 
most sanguine expectations. The period 
covered by the report ended April 30 of 
last year. The registration was then four 
times as great as under the former sys- 
tem and the home issue of ‘books three 
and one-half times as great. The regis- 
tration was increasing at the rate of 
2,000 a month. 
But this remarkable increase in the 
number of readers and the circulation of 
books brings the Library Board face to 
face with a problem for the future. The 
necessity of new, enlarged and more 
convenient quarters, if the library is to 
meet the full demands of the public, is 
apparent. The present quarters of the 


‘library are too small and inconvenient for 


the work of the institution and. require 
too great an outlay of funds for the 
accommodation. afforded. Every month 
50,000 persons must be cayried up and 
down in the elevators. 

The system of delivery stations relieves 
some of the congestion in the library 
quarters, but a new building is now de- 
frable and will soon be necessary. The 


‘institution should have a beautiful and 


commodious home where art will com- 
bine with modern ingenuity to give the 
‘broadest and fullest scope to the educa- 
tional influence of the institution.

Besides this, the third house of the 
national legislature—the President—is also 
for gold o matter what kind of a bill 
might be passed for the relief of silver, 
Mr. Cleveland would veto it. So long as he 
is President, therefore, there is no chance 
for silver legislation and I can see no reason 
1 that the next President will be any 
er 3 


Among Republicans everywhere one 
hears talk of Reed, McKinley, Morton and 
Allison, and from our standpoint they will 
not do at all. All of them are notoriously 
friendly to gold and with any. one of them 
in the presidential chair we will be just as 
badly off as we are at present. The Dem- 
ocrats are not likely to give us a better 
man. The leaders of the latter party who 
make slates and control- nominations are 
avowedly unfriendly to silver erp per 
and they will probably see to it that e gol 
man is placed at the head of their ticke 


„While years may elapse before sliver 
legislation is had, it is bound to come in 
the end. We are running in debt at the 
rate of $200,000,000 a year, and in my opinion 
this condition will continue to prevail so 
long as silver is kept under foot. A change 
in the tariff laws will not help us any, and 
there are very few people who sincerely 
believe that it will. 

“In the first place there is no chance for 
the Dingley bill to become a law. Even 
if they should succeed in passing it through 
the Senate it would be vetoed by the Presi- 
dent. There was a story afloat t the bill 
resulted from an agreement between the 
President, Reed and Dingley, but this is 
not true. You will remember that Mr. Cleve- 
land declined to sign the Wilson bill, because 
in his opinion it smacked too much of pro- 
tection. Such being the case, it is absurd 
ta puppose that he would attach his 
tute to a bill raising the schedule 1 
duties 15 per cent and putting a dutiable 
tax on wool. Cleveland has always been 
a ßtaunch advocate of free wool, and there 
ig nothing to indicate that he has changed 
h& mind in the least. He is, at any rate, 
A consistent man, and he has always had 
the courage of his convictions. 


The issuing of bonds will be just as fu- 
tile as the attempt to raise increased reve- 
nues by the Dingley bill. The former is a 
mere makeshift that can accomplish no 
permanent good. There was never a case 
on earth where a man succeeded in borrow- 
ing himself rich. It is a mistake, more- 
over, to call this a popular loan. It is 
much better, of course, than the syndi- 
cate plan, but the banks as usual have the 
advantage. The Secretary of the Treasury, 
‘fn issuing his notice should have specified 
the price of the bonds, so that the ordinary 
man could figure on them. If they are to 
be issued on a 3-per-cent basis, the fact 
should have been clearly set forth for the 
benefit of the small investor. As the mat-
